feriined. It is proposed to plant 
1000 square miles to trees. These 
trees ot has been stated will trans- 
ire each month 30 billion gallons 
f water in vapor form or a total 
or a period of six months of 900 
illion tons of water. These are 
impressive figures, but the area of 
land to be benefited is also large 
The drought area is given as 88,000 
Square miles or 651,200,000 acres. 
The 900 million tons of water dis- 
tributed over this area would give 
& rainfall of slightly more than 15 
hundredths of an inch, scarcely en- 
ough to lay the dust, and it woud 
take months months to get it. 

The possibilites in the reservoir 
idea are about as equally encoura- 
ging. The total evaporation of 
Water for a six months period on 
the prairies is approximately 30 
inches. 

The average water surface of a 
humber of reservoirs is given as 35 
acres, If we assume the possibility

Strain the hot fat through a cloth 
over a= strainer. This removes all 
the solid particles and pieces of 
burned food. 

Lard is used o great deal foy deep 
trat frying. Some of the lard sub- 
stitutes which are made of vegetable 
oils are even more satisfactory. A 
combination of lard and a_ second 
fat is advised. Fat rendered from 
poultry is excellent for frying 
doughnuts.
